NINE-TENTHS RECOVER. 


One of the best pieces of war news we have had since we entered 


the war conies from the American hospitals in Paris. 
Those hos- 


pitals lately have been filled to overflowing with wounded Yankees 
from the heavy fighting at Cantigny and the Manic. 
The cheerful- 


ness and exuberant optimism of the wounded men have already been 
noted with appreciation by the American public. That, however, is 
not the present point. 
We now have, added to that reassuring fact, 


the glad news that 90 per cent of the men will recover. 


This is apparently an unparalleled percentage of recoveries. 
It 


is due partly 1o the continued improvement of s\irfrical methods, partly 
to the promptness with which the wounded soldiers were cared for, 
and partly to the new style of fighting. The last factor is one that may 
be counted on pretty steadily hereafter. 


The war has been reverting to the old-fashioned, open fighting. 


There hag been less shelling, loss dying helplessly in trenches. Men 
have met above ground as of old, and fought with rifles, bayonets and 
machine guns. 
Most of the wounds are said to have been bullet 


wounds, which are much cleaner and more easily cared for than shell 
wounds. 


All these favorable conditions may be expected to continue. Our 


boys will therefore, even when bearing the brunt of thr battle, be 
safer than any troops have been heretofore in this war. More of them 
will be able to return to the front and more will come back home 
when the war is over.

NO PRUSSIAN PEACE CONFERENCE. 


Doctor Dernburg, whom we had to eject from this country be- 


cause of his insolent propaganda, and who later showed unexpected 
signs of decency and sanity, seems to have come under the spell of 
Berlin barbarism again. 
Perhaps the "glorious victories" of the 


Crown Prince have addled his head, too. 
At any rate, we find him 


announcing that after the war Germany must have "commercial and 
maritime liberty and a concentration of raw materials for the pur- 
poses of supplying the world." 


What this means we do not profess to understand. 
We do not 


know how Germany, or any other nation, could make use of any 
more "commercial and maritime liberty" than Germany had before 
she tried to take away other nations' commercial and martime lib- 
erty. 
She had all the "concentration of raw materials," too, that 


could be got or controlled honestly. 
None of these things will Ger- 


many lose after the war, if she kicks her imperial criminals from 
power and shows a chastened and contrite heart. 


This, however, may be too much to expect. 
The ensuing words 


from Dr. Demburg's pen contain the crux of the matter, and tip off 
the whole Prussian game: "At the peace conference we must not only 
demand these advantages, but command them by force if necessary." 


Needless to say, there will be no pcaco conference ns long as Ger- 


man spokesmen talk in that vein. 


THE GREAT PUNISHMENT. 


German restaurants in this country whose names formerly indi- 


cated their Teutonic character have nearly all adopted new names. 
Otherwise they would have been ruined by loss of patronage. Ger- 
man banks are dropping the "German" from their titles, to avoid loss 
of business. German colleges and hospitals arc doing likewise, in or- 
der not to lose the bulk of their financial support. Even German 
churches are eliminating the offensive word. 


The adjective "German" has become a shibboleth. 
Ii is used

cause of the evil and presented the proper remedy as follows: 


"If burdens would be removed from building operations, 


builders could afford to furnish better houses without increas- 
ing prices, and if it would be a losing proposition for land 
owners to withhold land from use, sites for houses could be 
more easily obtained. 
The removal of taxes from industry 


would take tax burdens off buildings and make it possible to 
produce dwellings at a lower cost. 
Putting all taxes on land 


values regardless of improvements will force those withhold- 
ing valuable land from use to either use it or let some one 
else do so. 
The application of this remedy would put an end 


to overcrowding in the slums. 
Competition between build- 


ers would force them to offer better hou*2s and in doing- so 
they would not play into the hands of land speculators."

The State Department of Health is 


urging local health officials of the 
state to support it in a vigorous cam- 
paign against typhoid this 
summer. 


Summer work is declared to count 
most in typhoid prevention, as the 
disease i* most prevalent at that sea- 
son. 


Typhoid, according to 
the health 


department, is one of the most easily 
preventable diseases. Means for sup- 
proFsing tbe disease in cities, in small 
towns a.nd in rural district? have just 
been published by the department for 
free distribution. 


Protection of water and food from
